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DETAILED ACTION 

1. Claims 1-7 are pending. 
Claim 1 is rejected. 
Claim 4 is objected 

Claims 2, 3 and 5-7 are withdrawn from consideration. 

Election/Restrictions 

2. Claims 1-7 are generic to a plurality of disclosed patentably distinct species 
comprising the species disclosed on pages 13-18. Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C 121 
to elect a single disclosed species, even though this requirement is traversed. 

Should applicant traverse on the ground that the species are not patentably 
distinct applicant should submit evidence or identify such evidence now of record 
showing the species to be obvious variants or clearly admit on the record that this is the 
case, in either instance, if the examiner finds one of the inventions unpatentable over 
the prior art, the evidence or admission may be used in a rejection under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) 
of the other invention. 

3. During a telephone conversation with Richard Gallagher (28,781) on December 22, 
2004 a provisional election was made with traverse to prosecute the invention of species 
1,4-bis (1-methyM-vinyloxyethyl) benzene, which reads on claims 1 and 4. Affirmation of 
this election must be made by applicant in replying to this Office action. Claims 2, 3 and 
5-7 are withdrawn from further consideration by the examiner, 37 cfr 1.142(b), as being 
drawn to a non-elected invention. 

4. Applicant is reminded that upon the cancellation of claims to a non-elected 
invention, the inventorship must be amended in compliance with 37 cfr 1.48(b) if one or 
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more of the currently named inventors is no longer an inventor of at least one claim 
remaining in the application. Any amendment of inventorship must be accompanied by a 
request under 37 CFR 1.48(b) and by the fee required under 37 CFR 1.17(1).

Hercules Powder Company teaches the compound a, a-dimethylbenzyl vinyl ether, 
which is a compound having the formula (1), wherein r is 0, m is 1, p is 1, R 1 and R 2 are 
methyl, R is the formula (3), and R a , R b , and R c are H (see page 2, lines 53-55).
